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PURPOSETo prevent damages from occurring to a fastener by a method wherein an opening part is 
provided with a fastener for opening and closing purposes, a front and a back cloth above the opening part 
are joined together by stitching partly or wholly and a handle is provided on or above the joint part. 
CONSTITUTIONS grain receiving leg 1 is formed of cloth or synthetic resin and a front cloth 2 thereof is 
provided at its upper part with an opening part 3 capable of being opened laterally of the bag. The opening 
part 3 is provided with a fastener 4, so that it is freely opened and closed with a sliding means 5. The front 
cloth 2 and a back cloth 6 above the opening part 3 are joined together by stitching throughout the width of 
the bag along the opening part 3. The bag is also provided with an elongated hole 8 above the stitched part 
7 to form a grip 10 serving as a handle 9. When the grain receiving bag 1 is raised by holding the handle 9 
with the hand, a force exerted on the fastener 4 of the opening part 3 is relieved by the joint part 7 of the 
front cloth 2 and the back cloth 6, whereby damages to the fastener 4 can be prevented. Also, since the 
force exerted on the fastener 4 becomes smaller, the fastener can be opened and closed easily. 
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
